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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Simon fails to disclose a 
depth marker located outside of the object or a feature of the instrument that remains external to the object. It is the interpretation of the 
Examiner that Simon discloses in figure 10, a virtual cone. 1012, i.e. depth marker, located outside of the object. The virtual cone has a 
coordinate system that can be defined by three points, one of which is its apex, the vertex point at the bottom of the cone. Thus, the apex 
represents a depth of the cone relative to other points defining the cone such as a point along the central axis of the cone (col. 12, II. 15- 
45). Simon further discloses a feature of the instrument that remains external to the object, 1 040. Simon teaches the tip of the instrument 
corresponds to a fixed point along an axis of the cone, such that the orientation and movement of the instrument tip corresponds to the 
orientation of the cone (col. 12, II. 35-45), enabling alignment of the virtual and actual cone for instrument insertion. Therefore, based upon 
the above rationale, the rejection of claims 31-40 are maintained.
